3. The following Is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claimed 
invention now requires a torsion bar in the cartridge and not simply something "adapted 
to" a torsion bar. None of the cited prior art references teach or suggest the presence of 
a torsion bar. There is no motivation found in the prior art to place a torsion bar into the 
cartridge, where the cartridge also has an inner surface that has an array of 
oligonucleotides attached. Therefore, the claims are novel and unbvious.
